Perhaps that wan why he 
gave his life to keep America un- 
divided. 


But was the "hot war" of 1865 


any more a case of brother against 
brother than the "cold war" of 
1948 ?

of oratory. Us waa only secretary 
of agriculture and the secretary 
of agriculture sits well below salt 
and just barely does rank the ad- 
ministrator of the wage and hour 
division.

Maybe 
someone who hoped h° would stay 
in India for a long, long time. 


That banner that Roerich design- 


ed was really very special. 
It 


consisted of a circle and three dots 
or balls. To anyone who has ever 
had to hock the overcoat on a 
Monday against a Friday payday 
it might seem poignantly reminis- 
cent, but Henry and Roerich and 
ail the rest of thc cult insisted 
that any resemblance of the design 
of Roerich's banner of peace to the 
ancient and honored symbol out- 
side Uncle Moe's on South Clark 
or the Bowery is purely coinciden- 
tal.

son; Martin Barrett of Tampico 
Coloma township supervisor R. 
Brown; E. L. Fike of Rt. 88, Roct 
Falls; Kennard Besse, and Attoi 
ney Carl Sheldon of Sterling. 


Fred Sandrock of Rt. 3, Tarn 


pico opened the discussion by ex 
pressing his view that the peopl 
shouldn't be made to pay for the 
hospital when they can't. 
Afte 


presenting several staunch ai'gu 
ments to back his opinions he in 
troduced Ed Hollenbeck of Nel 
son. 


Mr. Hollenbeck explained 
thf> 


he was an ordinary farmer. 
He 


went on to &ay that the people 
of the rural 
communities hac 


hospitals to the north, south, and 
west. 
He expressed the opinion 


that there were already two hos 
pitals in Sterling and a good hos- 
pital in Dixon. 


Quoted High Trices, 


He continued his discussion bj 


declaring that things are high 
now, but prices are going to drop 
He inferred that when the nevx 
bond issued is passed, if it is 
passed, that in Nelson commun- 
ity the railroads will be met by 
the heavy tax and therefore raise 
their freight rates to offset the 
difference. 
, 


He averred that it will be the 


children of today who will have 
to pay the high taxes caused by 
this and other community pro- 
jects that aren't satisfactory. 


He said, "We can't vote for the 


judges or mayors in those two 
towns (Sterling and Rock Falls), 
but they want us to help them 
build a hospital." 


Another point brought out by 


Hollenbeck was that the ilfe of 
a public building is considered 20 
years. 
He declared that by the 


time the bond issue is paid, the 
hospital will be out of date. 


Next speaker was Martin Bar- 


rett of Tampico. 
He declared, "I 


don't think we should build a 
hospital for Sterling." 


He furthered this opinion by 


saying that they would be build- 
ing d workshop for the doctors of 
this community. He asked if the 
doctors and other people of Ster- 
ling would come out and build his 
workshop when he needed one.

Supervisor 


R. E. Brown explained the vari- 
ous figures and facts concerning 
the proposed hospital.

After the Tunisian war he went 


home, was knighted and promoted, 
and cited by President Roosevelt. 
In 1944 he was made commander 
in chief of the eastern command 
in Britain, a London post.

der Dwight Eisenhower.
